Declaring kidnaping is “one of 
the most cru el and heartless” 
crimes and is becoming “all too 
prev alent,” Common Pleas Ju dge 
Ly nn B. Griffith today sentenced 
Dowell Hargrav es, 31, to life im­ 
prisonment for the abdu ction of 
11-y ear-old James DeJu te, Jr. 
The ju dge, who heard the case 
withou t a ju ry at the requ est 
of the defense, fou nd Hargrav es 
gu ilty of kidnaping with intent 
to ex tort money . Under Ohio 
lav /, conv iction on su ch a charge 
in case the v ictim is u nder 12 
y ears carries a max imu m sen- j 
tence of life. Defense pleas for i 
a 
recommendation 
of 
mercy , 
which wou ld hav e redu ced the 
penalty to 10 to 30 y ears, were 
ignored. 
“The crime of kidnaping is 
one of the most cru el and heart­ 
less in the calendar,” Ju dge 
Griffith said in his v erdict. “It 
strikes a blow at the tenderest 
and most sacred affections of 
hu man blood, and is u su ally re­ 
sorted to for rev enge or ex tor­ 
tion.” 
“By the Jewish and civ il law 
kidnaping was pu nishable with 
death, and by common law, with 
fine, imprisonment and pillory . 
“Kidnaping is an offense that 
is becoming all too prev alent in 
its appearances throu ghou t ou r 
land in the recent months. 
“Where the crime is prov en in 
all 
its 
elements, 
pu nishment 
shou ld be meted ou t by the 
cou rts of ju stice and the pu nish­ 
ment shou ld be ex emplary .” 
The cou rt then fou nd Har­ 
grav es gu ilty and added: “There 
being no ex tenu ating or m iti­ 
gating circu mstances to warrant 
the cou rt in making the recom­ 
mendation of mercy , the same is 
withheld.” 
Before deliv ering his opinion, 
Ju dge Griffith asked Hargrav es 
if he wished to rev eal the name 
of a third man believ ed to hav e 
been connected with the kid­ 
naping. Hargrav es said he had 
“Nothing to say .” 
S. P. Mango, defense attorney , 
said he was u ndecided whether 
to appeal. 
Hargrav es was the first of two 
men to be tried for the kidnap­ 
ing. 
The trial ended y esterday 
with Mango argu ing that the 
state had failed to prov e intent 
to ex tort. 
Hargrav es was identified by 
the boy as one of two men who 
abdu cted him March 2, near his 
home in Niles and who held him 
captiv e sev eral day s in a bootleg 
liqu or storehou se near You ngs­ 
town. 
Officers rescu ed the lad when 
they were directed to the hiding 
place by an anony mou s “tip.”

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OVER THE HORIZON 
Far up in the Himalayas, sev eral Englishmen 
are getting ready to climb the hitherto unsealed 
peak of Mount Nanga Parbat, which rises some 
26 ,000 feet abov e sea lev el and which has rocky 
sides th at run almost straight up and down. 
On top of this mountain, say the Kashmiri 
shepherds who liv e along the lower slopes, there 
is a marv elous crystal palace. No one has ev er 
been up there to find out, but a legend dating 
back far into the past tells about it, and the 
shepherds hav e always been willing to take it 
on faith. 
The Englishmen probably do not take any 
stock in this palace. They are going to make 
the climb in the interests of pure science, or pure 
sport, or something of the kind, and if they find 
nothing on top but snow and ice and bare rock 
and a gorgeous v iew of the surrounding country 
they will be perfectly happy — prov iding, of 
course, th at they ev er get there. 
We stay-at-hom es may wonder, though, why 
on earth any man should want to leav e his com­ 
fortable home and risk his neck climbing a bar­ 
ren mountain in the interior of Asia. There is 
not, as the saying goes, any percentage in it. 
W hat is the sense of it?

an imperativ e yearning to see what lies beyond 
the next hill. The desire is as old as the race, 
and it probably will last until the last rocket car 
has explored the last distant planet. 
It sent the old Phoenicians out through the 
straights of Gibralter in their flimsy galleys, 
thousands of years ago, and it sent trappers and 
adv enturers out to the Rocky Mountains within 
the last century. It sent Marco Polo to China 
and it sent Amundsen to the South Pole. It is 
irrational and compelling, and none of us is 
wholly free from it. 
For we are a restless, questing race, and no 
horizon ev er quite contents. 


A HERO FAILURE 
When Virginia unv eiled its magnificent new 
bronze statue of Robert E. Lee the other day, on 
the 125th anniv ersary of his birth, it honored a 
man who has long.since ceased to be exclusiv e­ 
ly a hero of the old south. The famous son of 
Virginia, leader of the lost cause, belongs to all 
the nation now; and the nation, if it is wise, will 
keep him on his pedestal for a long time. 
For Lee is quite unlike any of the other heroes 
in our national gallery. All the others were suc­ 
cessful; Lee was, by ordinary m aterial standards, 
a failure. His career was crowned with defeat in­ 
stead of v ictory. And it is a tremendously good 
thing for us to hav e a hero of that kind in our 
pantheon. 
Success is a thing we all striv e for, and it is 
only natural th at we should. Our history and our 
env ironment hav e compelled us to admire the 
success story. But we hav e ov erdone it. We hav e 
fallen into the habit of believ ing that material 
success, or the lack of it, supplies the only guage 
by which a m an’s life can properly be measured. 
The figure of Lee supplies a perfect correctiv e 
for this attitude. 
The man gav e himself to a cause th at lost. He 
personified that cause. By sheer, dazzling bril­ 
liance he came within a hair’s breadth of m ak­ 
ing it succeed; in the end, when the remorseless 
force of circumstances was too much for him, he 
went down to defeat with it. All that he had 
fought for v anished on the march to Appomat­ 
tox. His own career was wrecked in the collapse 
of the Confederacy. 
And yet — failure or no, he was one of the 
greatest of Americans, and he occupies a securer 
position each year. And his memory is a liv ing 
proof of a profoundly im portant truth; that 
worldly success or failure, after all, count for 
v ery little. 
You may remember a war-time cartoon in 
“Punch”; an arrogant kaiser glowering down 
from war’s desolation at Albert of Belgium, 
taunting him “See — you’v e lost ev erything!” 
And Albert replies; “Not my soul!” 
Better than Albert, Lee prov es the same point. 
And the man who can make that reply has not, 
in the end, really lost anything.
